VITAL  STATISTICS. 
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The  Birth  Rate  shows  a  considerable  dimination  from  last  year  be-

ing  4.4  per  1,000  per  Annum  less  and  the  lowest  for  the  last  10 

years. 

The  dea  th  rate  is  the  lowest  for  the  last  1§  years  with  the  except¬ 
ion  of  last  year  compared  with  which  it  shows  an  in-crease  of 
1.6  per  1,000.  This  includes  22  deaths  of  Prescot  Residents  who 
died  in  Institutions  outside  the  District.  The  actual  death  rate 
ofbthose  who  died  in  the  town  is  13.4  per  1,000. 

The  Zynotic,  Phthisis  and  Infantile  death  rates  show  a  slight 
increase • 

The  Infantile  Mortality  keeps  high,  and  showsb  an  increase  of 
9.5  per  1,000  births  over  last  year.  15  deaths  being  due  to 
diarrhoea  in  children  under  1  year.  The  Council  have  issued 
phamphlets  on  the  feeding  of  infants. 

.Infectious  diseases,  notified  49,  compared  with  56  of  last  year 
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Scarlet  Fever  29  cases  (with  3  deaths)  Diptheria  6  cases  Enteric 
Fever  1  Erysipelus  14.  Unnotifiable  22  deaths  from  Diarrhoea. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  was  most  prevelent  during  January  and  April 
The  first  being  imported  from  dyblin.  As  the  Schools  were  being 
closed  for  the  Easter  Vacation  they  were  fumigated  and  sprayed. 

On  December  i2th.  a  boy  was  discovered  attending  the  Yew  Tree 
Schools  with  Scarlet  Fever.  The  schools  were  disinfected  and  no 
fresh  cases  resulted. 

During  November  and  December  Measles  Whooping  Cough  and  Mumps 
were  prevelentt  but  no  deaths  occurded  from  them.  The  Town 
keep3  very  free  from  Typhoid  Fever  only  one  case  being  notified. 

No  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  during  the  year.  Home 
isolation  being  found  sufficient.

SEWERAGE  &  SCAVENGING  &C . 

The  Sewerage  Farm  being  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition  and 
complaints  having  been  received  from  a  neighbouring  Council 
The  Prescot  Urban  District  Council  have  decided  to  complete  an 
effective  scheme  for  satisfactorily  treating  the  sewage  on  the  Bac 
terial  System  and  plans  have  been  received  and  considered  and  it  i 
expected  that  the  work  will  be  proceeded  with  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble.  1  difficulty  had  arisen  through  the  sewage  from  the 
British  Insulated  &  Helsby  Cables  Ltd.  containing  large  quantity 
of  Copper  Sulphate  but  they  are  about  to  lay  down  plant  to  re¬ 
cover  the  copper  and  so  relieve  us  of  a  difficulty. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

Bakehouses  are  in  an  excellent  condition  modern  and  clean. 
Factories  Workshops  and  Laundries  are  regularly  inspected  and 
are  in  a  good  condition,  and  clean,. 

The  outworkers  premises  have  been  visited  and  found  satisfactory 
and  are  in  good  condition  and  clean. 

A  part  of  the  Lancashire  Watch  Co.  a  large  three  story  building 
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has  practically  only  one  exit  from  the  upper  two  storyfs 
which  would  prove  very  dangerous  in  case  of  fire  although  at 

present  only  a  part  of  the  usual  staff  are  working  there.

By  the  term  “  Non-residents  ”  is  meant  persons  brought  into  the  district  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  dying  in  public 
institutions  there  ;  and  by  the  term  “  Residents  ”  is  meant  persons  who  have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on  account  of  sickness  or 
infirmity,  and  have  died  in  public  institutions  elsewhere. 

The  “  Public  institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables  are  those  into  which  persons  are  habitually 
received  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  such  as  hospitals,  workhouses  and  lunatic  asylums.  A  list  of  the  Institutions  in 
respect  of  the  deaths  in  which  corrections  have  been  made  should  be  given'  on  the  back  of  this  Table.

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Notes. — ( a )  In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 
without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the 
deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non-residents  ”  occurring  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
this  Table. 

(&)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents  ”  and  “  Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 
“Public  Institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“  Localities  ”  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of 

“  Residents  ”  or  of  “  Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to 
be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should 
equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  ”  in  columns  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal 

those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at 
all  ages  in  column  2  of  this  Table  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “  Diarrhoea  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  certified  as  from  diarrhoea, 

.alone  or  in  combination  with  some  other  -cause  of  ill-defined  nature ;  and  also  deaths 
certified  as  from 

Epidemic  enteritis ; 

Zymotic  enteritis; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea  ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras 
(in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro¬ 
enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry 
from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have 
reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term 
“  Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should 
be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all 
registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms. 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  1.,  II.,  III.  and  IV.,  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
